The creation of a centralized office of student services, headed 
by Dr. Leo G. Bent, has been announced by President David B. 
Owen. Dr. Bent, in both his experience and his graduate training 
at the University, of Wisconsin,^—--- 


has specialized in guidance and 
counseling. 

The new Office of Student Serv¬ 
ices, according to President 
Owen’s announcement, is estab¬ 
lished for convenience and for im¬ 
proved service to students. The 
student services, included in the 
office, and under Dr. Bent’s su¬ 
pervision, will be as follows: 

1. Counseling Service 

2. Veterans’ Office 

3. Testing Services 

4. Placement Office 

5. Student Employment Office 

6. Student Clinics 

a. “How to Study” Clinic 

b. Remedial Clinic 

c. Psychological Clinic 

d. Corrective Speech Clinic. 

Staff of Assistants 
Dr. Bent will have a staff of 
assistants, and various of the 
clinics and other services will be 
under the direction of other fac¬ 
ulty members; but it is felt that 
the centralization of all of these 
activities under one office will in¬ 
crease their effectiveness and 
their usefulness to students. Inso¬ 
far as possible, all of the services 
will actually be carried on in the 
central office, although certain 
activities, like the Speech Clinic, 
will necessarily be carried on in 


the departments where the neces¬ 
sary equipment and facilities are 
available. 

The central Office of Student 
Services will be located in room 
116, on the main floor of Bradley 
hall, which is being remodeled for 
this purpose. In addition to the 
main office and general testing 
space, there will be provided sev¬ 
eral small offices to insure pri¬ 
vacy for interviews and certain 
types of testing. 

No Charge For Service 

The Office of Student Services 
will be available to all students 
to assist them, through special¬ 
ized aptitude and other types of 
tests, in their educational, voca¬ 
tional, and personal problems and 
planning. There will be no charge 
to any Bradley student for any 
of the testing, counseling, or 
placement services avail able 
through this office, or for any of 
the clinics. 

Entering students who have 
not already done so are urged to 
visit this office prior to the open¬ 
ing of school to secure educa¬ 
tional and vocational counseling 
which will assist them in plan¬ 
ning their courses of study at 
Bradley.

New Chapel Rules Announced 

1. There wiU be eleven separate series during the year, or 
about forty separate programs each semester. 

2. Each student will enroll at registration time for five of 
these series. 

3. He may attend programs in other series, free of charge, 
if seating facilities permit, but will be issued season tickets 
only to the five series which he chooses. 

4. Every student must attend sixteen programs during the 
semester, either in his own series or others. 

5. If unable to attend sixteen programs a semester, he may 
elect one of several designated two-semester hour, non¬ 
credit courses as a substitute for the five series each 
semester. 

6. He must receive a “certificate of attendance’' either by 
attending the sixteen lectures or the substitute two-hour 
course before he will receive credit for classwork taken 
during the semester. 

7. There will be four to six all-university convocations, such 
as Founder’s Day and Honors Day, which every student 
will be required to attend unless excused in advance. There 
will be a reduction of 1/10 of a point in the total semester 
grade point average for each unexcused absence from 
such convocation. 

8. No exceptions will be made. 


An entirely new arrangement^ 


for student attendance at the lec¬ 
tureship-arts programs, replacing 
the former “chapel system,” has 
been announced by Dr. William 
Booth Philip, chairman of the lec¬ 
tureship committee. 

There will be eleven distinct 
series of lectures, running 
throughout the year. Some of 
these series will be presented by 
distinguished visitors from all 
parts of the world; some of them, 
by regular members of the Brad¬ 
ley faculty. Each series will in¬ 
clude at least six programs and 
some of the series will include 
more than this number. At the 
September registration, each stu¬ 
dent will be asked to register for 
fhe five series in which he is par¬ 
ticularly interested, or which 
meet his recitation and work 
schedule. The registration in each 
of the series will be limited and 
the student will be issued a dis¬ 
tinctive season ticket to each of 
the five series which he elects. 

16 Programs Required 

Each student will be required 
to attend sixteen individual pro¬ 
grams each semester, which is 
approximately the total which 
would be included for that semes¬ 
ter in the five series for which 
he registers. If he wishes to at¬ 
tend individual programs in any 
series for which he is not regis¬ 
tered, either because of special 
interest in that program, or be¬ 
cause he wishes to substitute it 
for a program which he has 
missed in one of the series for 
which he is registered, he may 
secure a single admission ticket 
for this program, provided that 
seating facilities are available. 

In other words, a student may 
secure credit toward his total of 
sixteen programs each semester 
by attending any lecture or pro¬ 
gram in any of the series, but he 
is only guaranteed admission to 
programs in the five series for 
which he has registered. In the 
entire group of eleven series, 
there will be a total of nearly 
forty programs each semester, so 
that the student will have a con¬ 
siderable degree of leeway in se¬ 
lecting the sixteen which he wish¬ 
es to attend. For the convenience 
of students with heavy study or 
work schedules, these series will 
be offered at various times of the 
day, and some of them on Sunday 
afternoons to make attendance 
possible with the conflicts. 
Attendance Certificate Required 

A student will be required to

Blow, blow, thou winter wind! 

Thou art not so unkind 

As man's ingratitude. . . —Shakespeare 

Shakespeare really had something there. A small minor¬ 
ity of Bradley students (like chronic groaners everywhere) 
seem to feel they know all the answers about college finances. 
The rumors and theories which they put into circulation on 
any campus put to shame the proverbial “scuttlebutt” of the 
army and navy. 

Receiving full benefit of Bradley University’s ten million 
dollar investment in physical plant, extensive equipment, 
and endowment, a certain type of student (paying by his 
tuition only a PARTIAL cost of his share of the operating 
expenses for a single year; and paying nothing whatever for 
the University’s heavy investment in buildings, grounds, 
equipment, machinery, and books), instead of appreciating 
the sacrifices, careful planning, and devotion which have 
made his education possible, specializes in complaining about 
almost any item of finances which he condescends to discuss. 

Such students certainly do not belong at Bradley or at 
any other first rate endowed institution. They are in a small 
minority, of course, but their false arguments and incorrect 
information often lead to misunderstandings which may dis¬ 
turb any but the most thoughtful of their fellow-students. 

Bradley students have three particular reasons for being 
grateful for the generosity, careful planning, and sound finan¬ 
cial management which make the Bradley of today possible: 

1— Tuition costs at Bradley, although increased over pre¬ 
war levels, are still lower than at most comparable 
institutions; 

2— Bradley students pay no special additional fees (for 
athletic pass-books, library, laboratory, publications, 
etc.) as in most comparable institutions; and, 

3— Bradley students are provided a more complete pro¬ 
gram of free activities (lectures, plays, social events, 
athletic contests, foreign motion pictures, etc.) than 
at any comparable institution of which we have any 
knowledge. 

Students who read the tabulation of college and univer¬ 
sity tuition costs in the July issue of “Pic” magazine were 
surprised to learn that the Bradley tuition rate was lower 
than at smaller neighboring institutions, such as Eureka and 
Shurtleff; that it was substantially lower than that at various 
other smaller institutions in the state; and that it was among 
the lowest in the country among institutions of Bradley’s 
size and class. 

At various of the mid-western universities playing major 
basketball schedules, students are admitted to five games 
per year, or even as few as two; Bradley students are admitted 
to more than twenty basketball games per year. At nearly 
all other institutions students pay sizeable additional fees for 
the college year book; at Bradley it is free to all students. 

At many institutions the subscription to the college news¬ 
paper, admission to campus dramatic productions, special lec¬ 
tures, informal all-university dances, is by the purchase of 
tickets only; at Bradley these events are free. 

The quality of Bradley’s educational program is illus¬ 
trated by the announcements of new faculty members, the 
lectureship series, the counseling program, and other services 
described elsewhere in this SCOUT. In this inflationary 
period of sharply mounting costs, the maintenance of a phys¬ 
ical plant of more than thirty buildings, the employment of a 
staff of hundreds of faculty members, business staff, clerks, 
janitors, maintenance men, and watchmen is a major under¬ 
taking, and an extremely expensive one. Ask your father, if 
he is in business!

Council Room 
Centralizes 
Student Clubs 

A step for the further unifica¬ 
tion and strengthening of student 
organization at Bradley has been 
taken this summer by the Stu¬ 
dent Council in the establishment 
of a Club Record room on the 
second floor of Bennett hall. Be¬ 
ginning in September Bradley’s 
sixty-five student activity groups 
will have a centralized place for 
holding committee meetings, re¬ 
ceiving messages, storing records, 
and carrying on other club busi¬ 
ness.

With the active support and 
cooperation of President David 
Owen and the Bradley Board of 
Trustees, the Student Council has 
made plans to equip the room 
with typewriter, desk, chairs, and 
filing cabinets. A telephone will 
be available for all club use. 


operation, leaving the entire cost of help, gas, light, and water 
to be borne as an expense by the university. 

This was not because of poor management, but due to a 
deliberate policy of providing good food at low prices, despite 
greatly increased costs. 

Despite mounting costs, Bradley University is attempt¬ 
ing—and we think with remarkable success—to provide for 
its students: 


Last year the Student Council complained about the anti¬ 
quated lighting system in Bradley Hall and other buildings. 
A sum of $60,000 was appropriated for the re-wiring of three 
major buildings alone. Fluorescent fixtures were provided for 
most of the buildings at additional costs. As an example, the 
fluorescent fixtures in Bradley Hall alone cost $31,000. 

Last year Bradley’s three food services, the Wigwam 
Commons, the Tepee, and the dining hall operated at a net 
loss of $22,000, according to the official audit which is open 
for student inspection. At the Wigwam the purchase price 
of food alone was greater than the total revenue from the 


1— A first rate faculty; 

2— A physical plant in first rate condition, and adequate 
needs; and, 

3— A first rate program of supplementary and extra¬ 
curricular activities. 

Every true Bradley student will be humble in his grati¬ 
tude and in his loyalty to the institution which is providing 
for him an educational opportunity second to none. In a very 
imperfect world, Bradley itself is far from perfect; but every 
student who is a part of it should have a deep and sincere feel¬ 
ing that it is really “tops.”

secure a “certificate of attend¬ 
ance” for each semester before 
the credits which he has earned 
during that semester will be ap¬ 
plied toward the requirements for 
his graduation, or will be trans¬ 
ferred to any other institution. 
Any student who feels that it will 
be impossible for him to attend 
sixteen programs during the se¬ 
mester may elect to take an ex¬ 
tra two semester hour course, 
without credit, in any one of a 
number of designated fields, 
upon successful completion of 
which he will be granted the “cer¬ 
tificate of attendance.” In view 
of this new arrangement, and of 
the many options open to any 
student, the “certificate of at- 
denance” will be required of 
every student, and no exceptions 
will be made. 

The present program marks a 
sharp change from the pre-war 
university policy, still in effect at 
many institutions, by which every 
student was required to attend 
from two to five compulsory 
chapels every week, or a total of 
approximately thirty-six to ninety 
chapels each semester, with no 
choice as to time or subject-mat¬ 
ter, and with most of the pro¬ 
grams provided by “local talent.” 

Program Broadens Outlook 

It is the studied judgment of 
the university that every student 
receiving a college degree from 
this institution should, particular¬ 
ly in this critical period of world 
history, have some acquaintance 
with the viewpoints of leading 
statesmen and writers of this and 
other lands, with the economic, 
social, and political problems con¬ 
fronting every individual today, 
and with the literature and arts 
which interpret and enrich life.

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School Spirit 


Your editor wishes to stress two points in this summer 
editorial: 

1—Basic school spirit, in the ways that really count the 
most, is about as fine at Bradley as it is anywhere; 
and, 


2—Certain tangible manifestations of school spirit, such are " ew cou " se " pr ° duced in

as organized cheering at the games, need further 


improvement if Bradley is to establish a reputation 
as “the best in the West.” 

When it comes to the real fundamentals, Bradley stu¬ 
dents have every right to be proud of the school spirit which 
they feel and manifest toward their Alma Mater. The size 
and success of student organizations such as the choir, Chief¬ 
tains, band, and publications; the enthusiasm and coopera¬ 
tion displayed by students at events such as Campus Day 
and the Spring Festival; improving scholastic record; the 
increasingly large percentage of students remaining at the 
university for all four years until graduation—all of these 
are sure indications of an underlying loyalty to the institu¬ 
tion and its ideals. 

Then, too, students may take serious pride in their un¬ 
usually fine conduct at campus social events and in the com¬ 
munity. Few institutions anywhere can match the superb 
record of Bradley students in almost complete freedom from 
serious moral breaches or other gross misconduct on or off 
the campus. Our Bradley student record is more remarkable 
by contrast with that at many other institutions, especially 
during the post-war period. 

There is some “griping” to be sure, as this is the principal 
American pastime, and was developed to a high art by GI’s 
during the war. For the most part, even this “griping” is a 
healthy sign of interest and vitality, and a number of lectur¬ 
ers and other visitors to the campus during the past year 
praised the attitude and general spirit of Bradley students 
as the best they had seen. 

Students fresh from high school may not believe this; 
but, even in the matter of organized cheering at games, Brad 
ley student spirit is far above average among colleges today. 
Fortunately, the extreme rah-rah spirit of the 1920’s, with 
raccoon coats and hip flasks, is vanishing from college 
campuses. College students of 1948, principally veterans, 
are just naturally more serious and less noisy than the college 
students of giddy pre-war years, and college students are 
always much more dignified than fifteen and sixteen year 
old high school youngsters. Their spirit is demonstrated in 
ways more significant than exercise of the vocal cords. 

* This new dignity can be carried too far, however. At 
several colleges which Bradley teams visited last year, our 
opponents had no cheer leaders at all, nor any band. This is 
particularly true of institutions located similarly to Bradley, 
in relatively large citfes, and with many of the students living 
off the campus. 

Among institutions of Bradley’s type, (comparing it to 
universities in Omal^, Akron, Toledo, Detroit, or Louisville) 
Bradley already ranks at or near the forefront. Newcomers 
to the city have commented particularly on the tremendous 
spirit and color at many of the home basketball games. 

Nevertheless, we should never be satisfied until we are 
the best in all respects. Bradley has probably reached a size 
at which the best solution to the problem of organized cheer¬ 
ing is the creation of regular volunteer “cheering sections” 
or “booster sections” at the football and basketball games. 
At the large state universities, an organized cheering block 
of a few hundred students can make more noise than the 
other 40,000. Such a cheering section will be organized at 
Bradley for the coming year and students who really wish 
to yell their lungs out at the games are urged to join it. 

Bradley cheer leading can be improved, too. Calls for 
volunteers have been sent out frequently and all students 
should be deeply appreciative of those who have volunteered 
and have given their best efforts as cheer leaders during the 
past years. As we have pointed out, this is a better record 
than many colleges which have had no cheer leaders at all 
during the post-war period. We hope, though, that there 
will be some “natural” cheer leaders among the incoming 
freshman class and we urge them to make themselves known 
to the Dean of Students in order that they may help to give 
Bradley some of the best organized cheering in the country 
during the coming year.

Lloyd N. Rahn will leave his 
position at Bucknell University to 
join the Bradley staff as Assist¬ 
ant Professor of Education, spe¬ 
cializing in secondary education. 
He is now completing the final 
requirements for the doctorate at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, New 
York, and has done additional 
graduate work at the Universities 
of Chicago and Iowa. He has had 
additional experience as a super¬ 
intendent of schools. 

Mr. Rahn is a member of Phi 
Beta Kappa, is listed in “Who’s 
Who in American Education,” and 
has had articles in several of the 
leading professional education 
journals. 



Norman H. Fettkether comes to 
Bradley from the National College 
of Education. He received his 
Master of Music degree from 
Northwestern University and has 
had eight years of experience in 
public school music. He is an ex¬ 
cellent choral conductor and pian¬ 
ist and has an established repu¬ 
tation as a teacher. 



Dr. Henry F. White, who comes 
to Bradley as Professor of Eco¬ 
nomics, received his Ph.D. at the 


University of Texas. He received 
his bachelor’s and master’s de¬ 
gree from Baylor University. 

His teaching experience has 
been principally in Southern uni¬ 
versities, and he has served for a 
number of years as department 
head at John Brown University. 
He has had several publications 
together with practical experience 
in the field of Economics, and is 
a member of various professional 
and honor societies. He is par¬ 
ticularly recommended as a “suc¬ 
cessful and popular class-room 
teacher.” 



Dr. Louis A. R. Yates, who has 
just completed the requirements 
for the Ph.D. at the University 
of Southern California, will be an 
Assistant Professor of History 
and Political Science at Bradley, 
specializing in American Cultural 
and Social History. In addition to 
the more conventional history 
courses, he will offer at Bradley 
a course in Midwestern History. 
His college teaching experience 
has been at the Universities of 
Missouri and Southern California. 

He has had graduate study at 
the Universities of Iowa, Colo¬ 
rado, and Mexico, as well as at 
the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. He belongs to a number 
of honor and professional organi¬ 
zations and has had several pub¬ 
lications in the field of history, 
as well as extensive foreign 
travel. 



Dr. Alfred Manes, Professor of 
Economics and Insurance, was re¬ 
cently called by President Her¬ 
man Wells of Indiana University 
“one of the three or four leading 
authorities on insurance in the 
entire world.” Dr. Manes, who 
comes to Bradley from a position 
as full professor of insurance and 
economics at Indiana University, 
has written more than forty 


books in the field of insurance. 

Dr. Manes’ career is described 
at length in “Who’s Who in 
America,” 1948 edition. 

He received his Ph.D. at the 
University of Heidelberg, Ger¬ 
many, and his LL.D. from the 
University of Goettingen. He is 
an American citizen. 

He served for many years as 
general secretary and director of 
the German Association for In¬ 
surance Science, and as a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Berlin. 
He served as advisor to the Aus¬ 
tralian government, 1910-14, and 
was head of the economic and 
social welfare section of the Ger¬ 
man League of Nations Union. 

After leaving Germany perma¬ 
nently in 1936, he was visiting pro¬ 
fessor at the Universities of 
Buenos Aires and Rio de Janeiro. 
He is an honorary president or 
member of many European, Latin- 
American, and American insur¬ 
ance associations, and has been 
decorated by the governments of 
France, Sweden, Spain, and Aus¬ 
tria. He has lectured in five dif¬ 
ferent languages in twenty coun¬ 
tries. 



Dr. Ernest Ising, Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor of Physics, received his 
Ph.D. at the University of Ham¬ 
burg, Germany. He did addi¬ 
tional graduate work at the Uni¬ 
versity of Berlin. 

According to Dr. Alfred Brauer, 
Dr. Ising’s doctoral thesis “has 
become of importance for the de¬ 
velopment of ferromagnetism. 
The paper is cited in papers of 
the world’s most famous phys- 
ictsts, for example, Heisenberg.” 

In addition to his graduate 
studies and publications, Dr. 
Ising was a research physicist for 
the A. E. G., Cable Works Ober- 
spree, Berlin. He came to this 
country following the war and, 
for the past year, has been head 
of the Department of Physics at 
the North Dakota State College 
at Minot. 



George A. Stegner received his 


master of music degree from the 
Cincinnati Conservatory of Music 
where he also taught last year. 
In addition to his degree in music 
he has a degree in Business Ad¬ 
ministration and is a very desir¬ 
able addition especially for the 
music-business course. He has 
had several years of business ex¬ 
perience and has lectured to 
music clubs and religious organ- 
izaitons in various cities. Mr. 
Stegner is not only a teacher but 
is an excellent concert artist. 



Dr. Carl E. Smith, Ph.D., Har¬ 
vard University, leaves his posi¬ 
tion as chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Psychology at Skidmore 
College, New York, to become 
Professor of Psychology at Brad¬ 
ley. Dr. Smith has been chairman 
of the department at Skidmore 
since 1936. He is a graduate of 
Bates College, Maine, and did all 
of his graduate work at Harvard. 
Dr. Smith is the author of two 
books and a number of other pub¬ 
lications in the field of Psychol¬ 
ogy. He is listed in “American 
Men of Science” and is a member 
of various honor and professional 
organizations. 

Dr. Edwin G. Boring, chairman 
of the Department of Psychology 
at Harvard, describes him as “an 
excellent teacher.” 



Dr. Earle E. Emme, who will be 
a Professor of Psychology at 
Bradley, has served for the past 
two years as head of the large 
Psychology Department at Bowl¬ 
ing Green (Ohio) State. Previous 
to this he served as department 
head at two other institutions. 

Dr. Emme has his Ph.D. from 
the University of Chicago, his 
A.M. from Columbia University, 
and his A.B. from Northwestern 
University. He is listed in “Who’s 
Who in American Education,” and 
is a member of eleven honorary 
and professional organizations. 
He is author of three text books 
and of twenty articles in profes¬ 
sional publications.

Ever since the days when men like William Rainey Harper 
and John Dewey shared in its early planning, Bradley has 
been a progressive institution. The years since World War II 
have been no exception. A little more than a year ago the 
Scout listed accomplishments of the University, some thirty- 
one of them, during the first full post-war year—accomplish¬ 
ments such as the change in the name and status of the insti¬ 
tution from “Polytechnic Institute” to “University,” the 
granting of the first master’s degrees, the inauguration of several 
main departments of study, and a great many new courses, new 
faculty members, new buildings, the coming of new national organ¬ 
izations. It seemed at that time as though no future year could 
equal the record made during 1946-1947. The University’s accomp¬ 
lishments during 1947-1948, however, seem to merit the belief that 
they will at least equal those of the previous year. 

Highlights of the University’s accomplishments during 1947-1948 
and during the summer of 1948 include the following: 

1. Expansion of the graduate program, including the 
granting of new graduate degrees, the creation of grad¬ 
uate assistantships, and the doubling of the graduate 
enrollment. 

Establishment of the School of International Studies. 

The production of Bradley’s first full-scale student 
opera, and the formation of the Bradley Civic Opera 
for the coming year. 

Bradley’s first international intercollegiate debate with 
Oxford University of England, in addition to debates 
with the Universities of Chicago, Illinois, Notre Dame, 
Northwestern, and others. 

Bradley’s first annual Campus Day. 

Admission of Bradley as the 49th member of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Urban Universities, including lead¬ 
ing institutions from Harvard to Southern California. 
Admissions of Bradley and Detroit Universities to the 
Missouri Valley Conference, one of the nation’s oldest 
and most respected athletic conferences, including 
Oklahoma A. and M., Drake University, the University 
of Tulsa, St. Louis University, and the University of 
Wichita. 

Recognition of Bradley by five new national honorary 
organizations; Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia, Sigma Alpha 
Iota, Sigma Xi (Club), preliminary to establishment of 
a chapter, Alpha Phi Omega, and Chimes. 

Addition of brilliant new faculty members. 

Announcement of ground-breaking plans for the new 
$600,000 University Library. 

Completion of the conversion of Holmes Hall as a new 
engineering building. 

Completion of Harper Hall as an ultra-modern dormi¬ 
tory for 112 men. (This work is now in progress and it 
will be completed in September.) 

Establishment of various student service clinics: The 
“How to Study” clinic, the remedial reading clinic, the 
corrective speech clinic, and a psychological clinic. 

Inauguration of the new 7 campus humor magazine 
“Ugh.” 

Introduction of the new music-business curriculum, 
which has attracted nation-wide attention. 

Re-wiring and new fluorescent lighting throughout 
almost all campus buildings. 

Comstock Hall, attractive new administration building. 
Modernization, redecoration, and the creation of new 
administrative offices, of a faculty lounge, and of the 
office of student services in Bradley Hall. 

The institution of many new courses, particularly on 
the advanced levels.

Selection of the Bradley School of Art as one of the 
few college or university schools in the entire country 
to be invited to exhibit at the Argent Galleries in New 
York City during the coming year. 


Music-Business Course Wins 
Nationwide Attention 


A unique four-year curriculum in Music Business beginning at 
Bradley this October has attracted nationwide attention. 


Magazines and newspapers throughout the country carried news 
of the new course as Kenneth Kincheloe, director of the Bradley 
School of Music, and Dr. Harry^-- 


Wood, dean of the College of Fine 
Arts, were called to conventions 
of music organizations in the 
East and Middle West to discuss 
the new course. 


Graduates Wanted 
That Bradley has again led in 
recognizing and filling a need is 
attested by the fact that numer¬ 
ous inquiries have already come 
in, not only from individuals who 
want to take the course but also 
from companies wanting first 


chance at graduates. Although 
announced as a four year course 
now starting, one company ex¬ 
pected the impossible. It wanted 
one of the graduates next year. 

Veterans will find no difficulty 
in receiving approval for the 
music-business course. This 
four year course is fully accepted 
and leads to the B.S. degree. A 
two year terminal course has also 
been scheduled for those who 
have only limited time or funds. 


Air Force ROTC Activated 


Establishment of an Air ROTC 
unit, civilian component of the 
U. S. Air Forces, at Bradley uni¬ 
versity hias been announced by 
President David B. Owen. 

The program, although acti¬ 
vated on July 1, will actually be¬ 
gin at the start of the academic 
year in September. The program 
is open to all qualified men, and 
participation is voluntary. The 
training offered, for which sev¬ 
eral hundred men are expected 
to enroll, will lead to reserve com¬ 
missions in the U. S. Air Force. 


No Draft for Advanced Corps 

As for the draft status of 
ROTC men, those in advanced 
training cannot be drafted. A de¬ 
cision is now pending in Wash¬ 
ington regarding the status of 
basic students. 

Only juniors with previous 


ROTC training or with at least 
12 months of military service are 
eligible for advanced training, 
which consists largely of super¬ 
vising basic students and attend¬ 
ing classes five hours per week. 
Advanced students will be paid. 
Upon graduation, they may 
choose to serve on extended ac¬ 


tive duty. 

Basic for Frosh and Sophs 

The basic course enrollees must 
be between 14 and 23 years of age 
and of freshman or sophomore 
standing. They will attend class¬ 
es three hours per week.

Parents of Bradley students 
will be entertained at the nine¬ 
teenth observance of Dad’s Day 
on November 12 and 13. The Fri¬ 
day evening and Saturday events 
being planned under the super¬ 
vision of faculty chairman, Dr. 
John Shroyer, will include a play, 
two receptions, a luncheon, and 
the Bradley-South Dakota foot¬ 
ball game on Saturday night. 


On Friday night the nationally 
famous Webster Players will pre¬ 
sent Shakespeare’s “Macbeth” in 
the field house at 8:15 p.m, at 
which parents will be guests of 
the University. Following the 
play, the deans of Bradley’s five 
colleges will be hosts at a recep¬ 
tion in the Tepee for the parents. 


The Saturday program will in¬ 
clude registration, campus tours, 
and a luncheon in the Wigwam. 
At 2 p.m. a program about Brad¬ 
ley will be given in the Bradley 
hall auditorium. Immediately fol¬ 
lowing, parents can obtain free 
tickets for the evening football 
game.

# "Council-tations" 

The Bradley University Student Council has 
been reorganized during the past year. It might 
be a good thing for Bradley students to get an 
idea of what the council stands for and what 
powers it now has. Listed below are some of the 
items from the revised constitution, which should 
be of special interest to most Bradley students. 

Art. II. Membership. 

Sec. 1. Each of the four college classes—fresh¬ 
man, sophomore, junior, and senior—shall elect one 
man and one woman as their representatives. 

Sec. 2. Student clubs and organizations on the 
campus shall be grouped into six divisions by the 
Student Council, and each division shall be entitled 
to a representative on the Council. At the time of 
election, the representative may not be a senior. 

Art. III. Election of Members. 

Sec. 1. Class representatives shall be elected by 
direct vote of the members of each class during the 
second week after the Easter vacation. 

Sec. 2. Club representatives of the six divisions 
shall be chosen by the clubs of which they are 
members. All clubs eligible to representation shall 
be assigned by the Student Council to one of six 
divisions. 

a. During the first week after the Easter vaca¬ 
tion each club shall elect one member to sit in the 
executive council for that division. 

b. During the second week after the Easter 
vacation the executive council of each division 
shall elect one member as their representative on 
the Student Council. 

Art. V. Duties and Powers. 

Sec. 1. The Council shall supervise and maintain 
all regulations having to do with extracurricular 
activities, to conduct those which are not otherwise 
provided for, and to initiate or change existing 
regulations of this nature.

a. The following elections shall be conducted 
under the control of the Student Council: officers 
of the senior, junior, sophomore, and freshman 
classes; members of the Student Council (class 
representatives); the chairmen of the Senior Ball 
and the Junior Prom; and such others of similar 
nature as may from time to time be assigned 
to the Council by the officers or faculty of the 
University or by Student Council.

Women students will perhaps 
find it interesting that out of the 
2074 veterans enrolled, only 740 
are married, leaving 1334 single. 
Last year, 62% of the Bradley 
students were veterans, as com¬ 
pared to 57% this year.

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Council Takes Drastic Election Action 


Must Sign Petition 

Anyone interested in being a 
candidate in the election must 
sign a petition pledging interest 
and time to devote to student 
council. The candidate must be 
indorsed by a co-signer. The 
names of all eligible candidates 
will be announced in the Scout 
Nov. 4. 

On Nov. 5 and 8, petitions bear¬ 
ing the names of the announced 
nominees will be available in B. 
Hall and the Tepee. At least 35 
signatures must appear on the 
petitions before the nominee can 
be considered a candidate. 

Election Nov. 12 

On Nov. 12, there will be three 
class meetings in the form of re¬ 
quired chapels at which time can¬ 
didates will be introduced and 
every member of a class will be 
given a ballot and will be expect¬ 
ed to return the ballot. 

The student is not being forced 
to vote. He can turn in a blank 
ballot if he so desires. Members 
of student council expressed the 
hope that the passiveness and de¬ 
featist attitude of the majority 
of the students might be over¬ 
come, if not this year, in the 
years to come. 


The Bradley Student Council, in a long, stormy session^ 
Monday night, adopted tentative revisions for student gov¬ 
ernment elections. As soon as faculty approval is given to 
the amendments to the by-laws of the Student Council, the 
revisions will become permanent and put into effect with the 

election Nov. 12 of class rep-^- 

resentatives to the Student 
Council. 

The revisions to election pro¬ 
cedure were brought about by an 
insistence from many sources for 
elimination of Greek coalition 
“Tammany Hall” politics. 

Require Speeches 

Included in the new rules will 
be a required chapel by each of 
the classes to hear introductory 
and campaign talks for all of the 
nominees from the respective 
classes. 

Mina Murphy, who is chairman 
of elections for the student coun¬ 
cil, will handle the preliminary 
nominating and petitions for the 
candidates. At stake in the elec¬ 
tion will be representatives from 
the freshmen, sophomore, and 
junior classes. The eventual goal 
is improved material for the re¬ 
sponsible positions in the student 
government.

The Scout, in it’s desire to 
bring subjects of the greatest 
interest to the students, is be¬ 
ginning a new column called 
“Bradley In The Air."

Pat Redd Smashed Track Records 
'Round The World For Bradley 

A decade and a half ago, little Bradley college boasted among 
its student body one of the outstanding athletes of the world, and 
in fact, one of the greatest of all time. Among other accomplish¬ 
ments, he was named to the all-time all-star Olympic track team.

He was Pat Redd, spectacular 
Bradley track ace of 1931-32, who 
blazed new trails in hilltop track 
history during his scourge of 
U. S. cinder paths. Cecil M. 
Hewitt, present track coach at 
Bradley, coached the great Redd 
to his greatest successes. 

The fleet Brave r acked up 
countless records in the broad 
jump, high jump, hop-step-jump, 
100 yd. dash, and high and low 
hurdles. 

Olympic Star 

His famous career at Bradley 
was climaxed in the World Olym¬ 
piad of 1932 at Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia. There Redd displayed 
his true greatness as a broad 
jumper as he soared to an un¬ 
official Olympic record leap of 
26' 3%". Although his spikes 
were on the board his leap was 
disqualified because his toe 
touched the clay in front of the 
foul line. His second-best hop, 
25' 6%", captured second place 
honors for the day. 

In the 1932 Drake Relays the 
Bradley star snagged a first in 
the hop-step-jump and a second 
in the broad jump. That same 
year he garnered two more major 
firsts in the hop-step-jump in the 
Central AAU and National Inter¬ 
collegiate meets. During the 
Intercollegiate meet he also 
topped the field in the broad 
jump. 

Holds Records 

The remarkable Redd smashed 
five Bradley all-time records in¬ 
cluding the broad jump, 100 yd.

It was not unusual for the 
stellar track man to stack up 
twenty or thirty points in a single 
meet. 

Pat Redd, one of many famous 
Bradley Braves, according to last 
reports, is coaching track in 
Maryland.

Thrilled By Young 
Bradley Pianist 

An overflow crowd of enthusi¬ 
astic music lovers crowded Brad¬ 
ley Hall, Sunday, to hear Miss 
Irene Schneidmann, brilliant 
young pianist from Vienna, por¬ 
tray the masters in music. And 
they were not disappointed. 

Miss Schneidmann, lovely in a 
flowing white gown, completely 
captivated the applauding house. 
Each succeeding rendition only 
served to show her mastery of 
the classics. Demonstrating an 
unusual sense of expression, of 
control, strength, and tone, Miss 
Schneidmann was applauded into 
curtain calls after each composi¬ 
tion. 

Her program opened with the 
partita in B flat major by Bach* 
and she followed this with an 
equally capable interpretation of 
“Variations on a theme” by 
Mozart. Then displaying her 
versatility, Miss Schneidmann 
turned to the Sonata in F sharp 
major by Bethoven and the beau¬ 
tiful, intricate Chopin’s Sonata in 
B minor. Here again she brought 
to good light the natural, un¬ 
spoiled virtuosity that is hers. 

In closing, Miss Schneidmann 
chose Monssorgsky’s “Pictures at 
an Exhibition.” This she brought 
to life in its lilting rhythm and 
fast changing temperament with 
clearness and fluency. 

The crowd asked for and was 
favored with two encores. Miss 
Schneidmann has scored heavily 
with audiences in this country 
since her arrival last year, and 
Sunday afternoon stamped her 
once more as belonging to the 
most promising in the young 
generation of pianists.

Bradley, Peoria and sp3rts-lovers of the entire nation have lost a great 
coach and a great man. More than we here on the campus can possibly 
realize, Robbie's loss is mourned by leaders of clean sports throughout 
the entire nation. Telegrams of condolence have poured in from outstand¬ 
ing coaches, officials, and sports writers in all parts of the country, with 
cablegrams from overseas. - 


The feeling of loss of a truly great 
coach is perhaps best summarized by 
the headline in one of the leading Chi¬ 
cago newspapers: “Famed coach dies.” 
Fundamentally, more important than his 
fame as a coach, was his matchless 
reputation as a man, as a molder of 
men, and as a friend. 

The devotion of Robbie’s former 
athletes to him, the feeling of shock 
and desolation at his death is no mere 
accident.

of those who knew him. 

Rugged in his character, frank and 
straight-forward in his dealings, de¬ 


manding in the high standard of con¬ 
duct and performance of his associates 
and members of his teams, Robbie de¬ 
picts the finest in the coaching and 
teaching profession. Robbie’s personal 
honesty and integrity were of the high¬ 
est order. No “Pharisee” in parading 
his virtues, Robbie’s basic moral con¬ 
cepts were of the finest. Men who have 
been close to him during his thirty years 
at Bradley have said that they have 
never heard him tell an “off color” story. 
His complete devotion to his own family 
was a model among men in any walk 
of life. 

With the poet, Shakespeare, Robbie’s 
legion of friends can well stand up be¬ 
fore the world and say, “This was a 
man.” 

There will never be another Robbie, 
but his name and influence will remain 
alive for all time to come as one of the 
finest traditions of this institution, and 
his memory will truly be enshrined in 
the hearts of the thousands who have 
known him.

Huge Wire

Completely New 

The old phone system is com¬ 
parable to the one used in the 
private home and complete with 
busy signals.

Furthermore, it is 
expected to release approximately

term plan is given those veterans 
who served between October 8, 
1940 and September 2, 1945.

Veterans commission in all 102 
counties of the state have been 
instructed and are ready to as¬ 
sist veterans in either reinstating 
lapsed insurance or making new 
applications.

gan in St. Cloud, Minnesota as a 
boy. He enrolled at the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota in 1913, and 
played first string on a strong 
freshman team, playing with 
stars who made football history 
at Minnesota. 

Stars At Carleton 

Robbie then transferred to 
Carleton College ,and starred in 
football, basketball, and baseball 
for two years. In 1915, he turned 
to the University of Montana, 
where he played quarterback, 
and proved himself one of Mon¬ 
tana’s all-time greats. Montana’s 
team that year earned national 
fame. 

Robertson spent a while play- 
iing semi-pro baseball and basket¬ 
ball, before entering the coach¬ 
ing ranks. He accepted a coach¬ 
ing job at Georgetown college in 
Kentucky, but left there for a 
stint in the Navy. 

Conies To Bradley 

In 1919, Robbie went to Fort 
Hays, Kansas State Teachers col¬ 
lege for a year. In 1920, he came 
to Bradley to begin his brilliant 
coaching career here. He came to 
Bradley as director of athletics. 

A. J. Robertson’s coaching 
through the years has brought 
Bradley up into the ranks of the 
nation’s athletic powers. It took 
him only two years to develop 
Bradley’s first undefeated foot¬ 
ball team in 1922. 

Great Teams 

From then on, the great Brad¬ 
ley teams, down through the 
years, have appeared with the 
best of them, gaining nationwide 
recognition on many occasions. 
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Here's An Intro 
To Braves Halfback 
"Flaro" Flanagan 

They call him “Flaro” Flana¬ 
gan, and you can make your own 
guess where Bradley’s smooth¬ 
running halfback picked up the 
moniker. Maybe it started during 
those days when Bobbie Flana¬ 
gan was picking up all-State hon¬ 
ors at Spalding back in 1946. 

There was the time when Spal¬ 
ding was playing St. Bedes of 
Peru. Ken Gorgal (now playing 
with Purdue) took a punt and 
was racing for a touchdown. 
Taking off like a flair of light, 
Flanagan made a flying tackle

and stopped Gorgal short of the 
goal. And incidentally, Flanagan 
scored twice to lead the Irish in 
their 19-14 victory that day. 

After graduating from Spal¬ 
ding, Bob spent a month at Notre 
Dame and a semester at St. Am¬ 
brose, but finally he decided that 
“there’s no place like home.” So 
he came to Bradley this fall, and 
Coach Art Bergstrom has found 
a starting spot for the Spalding 
lad. 

When “Flaro” isn’t cavorting 
around a football field, he finds 
time for some other recreations, 
especially golf and shuffleboard. 
And like most of his colleagues 
on the gridiron, Flanagan likes 
to pack away huge and vast quan¬ 
tities of grub — with steaks get¬ 
ting top preference. He’s also 
quite active as a member of the 
Newman Club, on whose Athletic 
Committee he serves.

Bradley student boxing enthu¬ 
siasts who are interested in enter¬ 
ing intercollegiate competition 
with the Braves mitmen are 
urged to see Mr. VanCleave, 
coach, as soon as possible.

For Proficiency 
In Written English 

The Bradley faculty has ap¬ 
proved a recommendation by the 
Curriculum Revision committee 
regarding proficiency in written 
English. The adopted proposal 
reads as follows: 

A satisfactory proficiency in 
written English must be at¬ 
tained. Qualifying examinations 
are given for all candidates for 
a baccalaureate degree at the end 
of the sophomore year except for 
those who are excused because 
of grades of A or B in English 
102. The examination may be 
taken during the junior or the 
senior year if satisfactory pro- j 
ficiency has not been proved at 
an earlier date. Remedial classes 
are open without extra fee for all 
students who desire to avail 
themselves of that service. (This | 
regulation becomes effective with 
the freshman class of 1948-1949, 
and applies to all succeeding 
classes.) 

The examination will be admin¬ 
istered by the English depart¬ 
ment under the direction of a 
faculty committee appointed by 
President Owen.

landscape architect before enter¬ 
ing the Army. After leaving the 
Army, he went immediately to 
the School of Design, in Chicago, 
which was founded by Moholy- 
Nagy, the designer. There he 
studied under such famous men 
in art as Walter Gropius (now on 
Harvard’s faculty) and Archi- 
peno, who operates his own 
school, well known throughout 
the country. 

Still Here 

These men had come from the 
great Bauhaus, in Germany, 
where revolutionary ideas of effi¬ 
ciency in art were frowned on by 
a man named Hitler. The Bau¬ 
haus closed, but the ideas of use- 
fullness in art found their way 
to the United States in the minds 
of Moholy-Nagy and his col¬ 
leagues, and eventually to Brad¬ 
ley thru Roy Gussow. 

Roy Gussow is quietly inspired 
with the belief that beauty in art 
is the result of a realistic use of 
any object. When he is not busy 
helping students discover this ba¬ 
sic art principle, he is developing 
uses for it in his home workshop 
here on Bradley campus. Like 
a modern alchemist, he uses such 
rare stuff as time, space, function 
and motion in his formulae. His 
materials are contemporary—and 
useful — things such as plastics, 
metals, wood and paper. 

Really Nice 

For the uninitiated, it seems 
easier to be stand-offish of this 
new art than it is to understand 
it; but even a brief introduction 
makes it time well spent. For 
instance, one practical applica- 


beauty that comes from this inno¬ 
vation may be simply the beauty 
of function. Whatever sense 
comes from it, the carpenter is 
grateful that somebody thought 
up the idea. 

As an accomplished artisan in 
his field, Mr. Gussow is presently 
exhibiting sculptor pieces and de¬ 
signs with the Rennaisance So¬ 
ciety (University of Chicago) 
also at the Art Institute of Chi¬ 
cago and at the 750 Studio of 
that city. Private commissions 
for art objects wearing the new 
look help Mr. Gussow fill out 
whatever time is left over from 
his first love, teaching.

Bradley Professor 
Demonstrates Eye 
Testing Machines 

Professor Joseph McCoy, of the 
Education Department, recently 
demonstrated new equipment in 
the remedial reading field at 
Webster school. In conjunction 
with the Webster remedial read¬ 
ing program he carried out dem¬ 
onstrations of testing procedures 
in which he used the Keystone 
Telebinocular and the American 
Optical Company Ophthalm-O- 
graph for determining eye de¬ 
fects. 

This demonstration had as its 
primary purpose, to prove that 
many visual defects are not de¬ 
tected by the Sneller Test. The 
Sneller Test is the one which uses 
a chart viewed at a distance and 
in which the eyes of the person 
being tested are alternately cov¬ 
ered. Researchers have found 
that it is defective in group test¬ 
ing because the fourth of fifth 
people in line can often memorize 
the chart. 

Miss Carlee Chester and Miss 
Carolyn Powell demonstrated the 
machines, using two Webster pu¬ 
pils as subjects. Witnessing the 
demonstrations were Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools Harris, 
the teaching staff of Webster, and 
representatives of several civic 
organizations, and an eye special¬ 
ist. As a result of the demonstra¬ 
tions, efects noted by the ma¬ 
chines were diagnosed by the eye 
specialist. It demonstrated be¬ 
yond question the ability of this 
process as a screening technique.

If they do not, you can look for all the 
Greeks to organize under one coalition for the 
next election.

Robertson both assumed their 
athletic duties at Bradley Uni¬ 
versity. 

Although the schedule cannot 
be considered official until it 
meets the approval of the athletic 
department, Hilltop track follow¬ 
ers can form an idea of the com¬ 
petition that the Braves will face 
from these probable opponents 
in the outdoor season which usu¬ 
ally gets started sometime in 
April: Loyola, Illinois Tech, Wash¬ 
ington U., Drake, and Marquette. 
In addition to these meets the 
track squad is expected to com¬ 
pete in larger meets sponsored 
by Texas, Kansas, Drake, and the 
Missouri Valley Conference track 
and field meet slated for Still¬ 
water, Oklahoma.

The Central Conference and the 
Missouri Valley Conference meet¬ 
ings early in December may prove 
to have some bearing on the ten¬ 
tative Bradley track schedule. 

Coach Hewitt said that some of 
the boys have been working out 
on the Bradley oval in the past 
few weeks.

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Speech Tourney To Be Held 


The Second Annual Bradley Speech Tournament, sponsored by the 
Bradley chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, will be held tomorrow and Saturday 
on the campus. 

The Bradley tournament is one of the first held in the midwest during 
the school year. The date is set early so that students and coaches may 
prepare for the forensic season. Through this tournament they are given 
an opportunity to compare their - 


teams with others with whom they 
will come into competition during 
the year, and to check the progress 
which the teams are making. 

About twenty-six colleges and univer¬ 
sities from five mid-western states will 
take part in this year's tournament. 
There will be 220 contestants with over 
40 judges required to render decisions 
during the different events. 

There will be seven different events 
in which competition will be held. The 
first of these is oratory in which each 
contestant prepares his own oration, 
and selects his own subject. Each ora¬ 
tion is about 1500 words in length. 

The second event is radio speaking. 
The participants are given “live copy” 
one hour before they speak during 
which time the script is edited and they 
are allowed five minutes for delivery. 

Event number three is in folk-tale¬ 


telling. The folk-tales are adapted, or 
may be written, by the contestants. 
They cover every section of the country 
and are about many of the most fa¬ 
mous American legends. 

After-dinner speaking is the fourth 
event and is judged on the presentation 
of an eight minute after-dinner speech. 
There are many serious, as well as 
humorous subjects chosen by the con¬ 
testants. 

The discussion groups, which is the 
fifth event, is on the same topic as the 
national groups: “How Can Civil Lib¬ 
erties Be Guaranteed To All Those Liv¬ 
ing In The United States.” 

In extemporaneous speaking, the 
general subject is the same as for the 
discussion, however the topic is broken 
down into more specific subjects, in 
order that the contestant may make a 
complete speech in eight minutes.

When did this custom originate 
at Bradley?

Indian Town 

Being located in what was once 
an old Indian town, it is quite 
natural that Bradley would adopt 
an Indian theme. Just exactly 
when the Indian tradition began 
on our campus is not known, but 
old copies of the TECH reveal 
that as far back as the late 
1920’s, the Bradley athletic teams 
carried such names as Redmen, 
Red Menaces, and Indians. In 
1937, President David B. Owen 
originated the term “Bradley 
Braves,” which is now applied to 
every Bradley athlete and ath¬ 
letic team. 

To further carry out the Indian 
tradition, the school cafeteria was 
rechristened the “Wigwam” and 
the student center upstairs be¬ 
came known as the “Tepee.”

“Look at the price I had to pay for my books 
this year—over 30 dollars! Til be broke for a 
month.”

These comments are typical ones, heard on the 
Bradley campus at the beginning of each semes¬ 
ter. A privately owned bookstore causes the 
prices of books and other student needs to stay 
“higher than a cat’s back.” 

Most universities of Bradley’s size have a 
university-operated bookstore. Those bookstores 
offer their students books at almost cost, as well 
as paper and other sundry items. 

There is no good reason why Bradley could not 
offer us a similar bookstore. Now is the time for 
the university to realize our need, and to prepare 
to take care of it by next year. A university 
bookstore would not have to hurt too badly any 
privately owned bookstores at Bradley. 

In the coming issues of the Scout, we will 
attempt to reflect the student body’s opinion on 
having a university book store, and to prove that 
there is a definite and urgent need for one. Let¬ 
ters to the editor and any suggestions will be 
welcomed. 


• Why We Should Give 

Bradley students do not fully realize the value 
of a student contribution to the library fund. The 
student fund will be used to provide or help pro¬ 
vide one room in the new library. A memorial 
will be placed in the library, explaining the 
various class gifts. 

The idea is to get a 100% student contribution 
in the coming drive, regardless of the amount 
collected from the individuals. The amount of 
the gift depends entirely upon the person. What 
say let’s all pitch in, and help to some extent on 
OUR library. Some day, we’ll be glad we did. 


• World Affairs 

The present plan for a North Atlantic defense 
pact, with the United States as a member, will 
obligate all signatory states to go to war in case 
of aggression upon the ships or boundaries of 
any one member. The entire North Atlantic area 
is to be guaranteed by the pact, which is expected 
to last at least 50 years. 

The way has been left open for the inclusion of 
other states. Also there may be formed other 
regional alliances in Scandinavia and the Middle 
East. The problem arises whether these arrange¬ 
ments are consistent with the purposes and prin¬ 
ciples of the United Nations, even though the 
Charter provides for them.

It's A Long Road Home, Says Bone, 

One Of Many Students From Far Away 


Did you ever wonder why students from outside the continental 
limits of the United States come to Bradley? Did you know that 
Bradley has students from almost every part of the globe. This is 
the story of one of them. -- 


On December 18, when Christ¬ 
mas vacation begins, Frederick 
Bone ,a senior in industrial arts 
at Bradley, will climb aboard a 
train to make the 2000 mile trip 
to his home in Moncton, New 
Brunswick, Canada. Fred says 
the trip will take three days and 
that he will be glad to get home 
for a vacation, although he will 
miss the friendly people in Peoria. 

Alum Helped 

Mr. Bone relates that Fred 
Addy, a Bradley alum, encour¬ 
aged him to come to Bradley for 
a vocational education, and after 
some inquiring, Mr. Bone found 
that Bradley was highly regarded 
by educational circles in his own 
home town. 

Fred was in the Canadian 
Army; he spent two years in col¬ 
lege in New Brunswick, taught a 
year, and he intends to spend his 
junior and senior years in our 
university. He intends to teach 
woodwork, electricity, and draft¬ 
ing in the local high schools back 
home. Fred pointed out that the 
educational system in New Bruns¬ 
wick had, in the past, been mostly 
of an academic nature. 

Changes Coming 

He told us that a new program 
of industrialization is now in 
operation. The old, one-roomed 
structure that constituted the old 
high school is being changed into 
modern four-roomed buildings, 
and school buses will now pick up 
the youth and transport them to 
the new rural school buildings. 

Since the area in which Fred 
lives is primarily of a fishing, 
lumbering, farming, and ship¬ 
building nature, Fred feels he can 
contribute much to the new indus¬ 
trialization program of the 
schools and community.

The tragic death of Dr. Howard J. Bell in an 
automobile accident Monday night came as a 
shock to his many friends, both faculty and stu¬ 
dents at Bradley. 

Howard Bell came to Bradley shortly after com¬ 
pleting his graduate work at Princeton University. 
Nine years later he became president of James¬ 
town University in North Dakota. In the years 
he lived in Peoria he made a significant contri¬ 
bution both to Bradley and the Peoria com¬ 
munity. 

Possessing both scholarship and adminstrative 
ability, an earnest, good nature and a strong 
awareness of educational perspective, his loss will 
be felt strongly. As former faculty adviser of 
the SCOUT, he was a good friend of all Bradley 
journalists. 
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Should Have (doited To 
Give Me Mv MeuT "■ 
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Student Opinions 


The SCOUT editorial last week on the book 
store situation has resulted in a great deal of 
campus discussion. In order to get a cross section 
of that discussion, the SCOUT interviewed stu¬ 
dents on the question “Do you think that Bradley 
should have a book store?” The most common 
reason given by students for desiring a book store 
was that most schools the size of Bradley have 
book stores that offer reduced prices to their 
students. 

The comments printed below were the general 
opinions of over 50 students interviewed. The 
price angle appeared in all of the comments. 
Other reasons given for the co-op book store were: 
student employment, greater convenience, profits 
to the school as well as to students, a center that 
could buy and sell used books, and a store that 
could sell other needs of students (like the mili¬ 
tary service centers). 

Irving Privman of Peoria (Jr., Vet.): “Sure 
we ought to have a Bradley book store; I won’t 
always be under the G. I. bill. Other schools have 
them: why can’t Bradley?” 

Jack Errion of Rock Island (Jr., Vet., transfer 
from Augustana): “At Augustana (1500 enroll¬ 
ment), they have their own publishing house. 
Students buy all their books through this house at 
reduced costs. At the U. of Illinois (Galesburg), 
a student store sells everything on a co-op basis.” 

John Ranieri of Chicago (Frosh., Vet.): “I 
think Bradley should have its own co-op book store 
because at present, monopoly conditions exist. This 
allows one person to set all book prices.” 

Gloria Hubbard of Wood River (Sr.): “After 
all, a person in business has to make a profit; 
whereas a co-op book store profits are rebated to 
student members.” 

Dick Hunziker of Peoria (Jr.): “Look at the 
arts supply store; it is offering a definite advan¬ 
tage to its customers in the form of low prices.” 

Vince Miller of Peoria (Jr., Veteran): “As 
chairman of the Student Council book store com¬ 
mittee, I believe it is the most important thing 
to achieve this year. It has to be done for the 
benefit of the school. Students would feel better 
toward the University if they didn’t have so much 
trouble getting their books. We have been visit¬ 
ing other schools in order to get information con¬ 
cerning the book stores.” 

Bob Greeley of Peoria (Sr.): “Cost of school is 
enough. A co-op book store would decrease the 
cost of supplies. The present book store is not 
giving the needed service that is due to the stu¬ 
dent body. Also, in returning a new, unused book, 
you are not given complete value for the book.” 

Joyce Yoder of Forrest (Soph.): “A Bradley 
book store would bring the heavy costs of books 
and supplies down to my level.”

There are only a few days left 
for Bradley students to contribute 
to the “Letters For World Peace” 
drive now being conducted in 
Peoria. Friendly, down-to-earth 
letters can do much to promote 
world unity and good will, and 
also offer an opportunity to gain 
personal knowledge of European 
countries. 

By arrangement, letters will be 
taken to Switzerland, France, Bel¬ 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, 
and Finland by special courier. 

Addresses Unnecessary 

The letters should serve as an 
introduction and should state gen¬ 
eral interests. For example, a 
Bradley pre-med student might 
correspond with a Swedish pre- 
med; or maybe someone wants to 
know how ditches are dug in 
France. In any case, state on 
the envelope the classification of 
addressee desired, and the local¬ 
ity to which the letter should be 
sent. No limit is placed on the 
number of letters. 

The campaign closes December 
25 — a significant date. 


With the work of the student 
campaign committee almost half 
over, 1550 Bradley students con¬ 
tributed about $2600 toward their 
goal of $7500. After the first of 
the year, Bob Carkenord, co- 
chairman of the student fund 
drive, said that all the remaining 
Bradley students would be con¬ 
tacted and asked for some con¬ 
tribution to the fund. Carkenord 
also stated that the pledges of the 
students are not necessarily pay¬ 
able at the time the pledges are 
made.

Students 'Hear' Light; See 'Eye'; 

Hear Paper Explode At House Of Magic 

Bradley students were amazed when they saw ordinary paper 
exploded before their eyes in yesterday’s chapel. The performance 
was part of the show given by the General Electric’s “House of 
Magic.” 

A paper disk was attached to the shaft of a motor and turned 
faster and faster until, with a startling report, it “exploded,” or 
flew apart. At the instant of the explosion a light flashed, leaving 
the shadow of the breaking disk^- 
on a fluorescent screen. 


The demonstration, which illus¬ 
trated the manner in which 
scienitsts study such objects as 
whirling turbine wheels moving 
at high speeds, was one of the 
many presented at the hour-long 
“House of Magic” show. Rather 
than a magic show, as its name 
might have indicated to some stu¬ 
dents, the show resorted to no 
tricks, presenting merely striking 
scientific phenomena discovered 
in G. E.’s research labs at Sche¬ 
nectady, N. Y. 

The “House of Magic” was 
originated by the late Floyd Gib¬ 
bons when he was impressed with 
the unusual things he saw in the 
laboratory that he called it the 
“House of Magic.”

I Deadline March 31 

The contest was formally open¬ 
ed December 15 and will close at 
midnight, March 31, 1949. Any 
student enrolled in an accounting 
course at Bradley is eligible to 
enter the contest. 

The subject of the essay may 
deal with any phase of accounting 
principles or with actual cases 
with which the student has had 
actual experience.

Speech classes for the second semester of Bradley’s evening 
division have been announced by Dr. Clara K. Mawhinney, head of 
the department. Highlighting the offering is a new course, Speech 
501, a graduate course labeled Anatomy of Vocal Mechanism, to be 

taught by Morris Cohen, M. D., a#- 

specialist in the vocal area. 


Dr. Cohen studied at Bradley 
efore taking his degrees at North¬ 
western. He spent a year in the 
study of pathology at Illinois 
Research Hospital, and is in 
active practice in Peoria. 

16 Hours 

Although the prerequisite for 
Dr. Cohen’s course is 16 hours of 
speech, it is a state-requirement 
for speech correctionists, and is 
required of all candidates for a 
master’s degree in speech at 
Bradley. 

Bradley has become noted for 
its work in clinical speech, having 


held day clinic for the past four 
years during the summer session. 
Last summer the clinic numbered 
48 students, requiring the work of 
8 clinicians and 4 fulltime super¬ 
visors. The size of the project 
made it necessary to use a special 
cottage among the campus 
houses for the pupils and per¬ 
sonnel. 

Summer Course 

A kindergarten for spastics, 
with 8 members, was a part of 
the summer’s program. Dr. 
Cohen’s class, beginning the 
Spring semester, will be the next 
big step in the speech correction 
program.

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Where Is It? 

Where is our book store? Is the university 
doing anything about getting us a bookstore? 
Can we look for an improvement in the present 
system soon? 

These are questions most of us would like to 
know the answers to. The SCOUT is continuing 
its policy of trying to improve the bookstore situ¬ 
ation as it is now. We are trying to get the 
actual student opinion on the subject, and this 
week we are printing a letter to the ediotr from a 
student we can consider average. His opinions 
might well reflect the general opinion of the stu¬ 
dent body. 

Letter to The Editor: 

In the past few issues of the SCOUT, articles 
have appeared asking for a university bookstore. 
It seems as though now is an ideal time for this 
sort of project, because of the all-time high in 
enrollment. If the school should begin now, there 
would be slight chance of failure, due to the 
volume of business. 

Under the present system, money is being made 
on the sale of books to Bradley students. How 
much money is a debatable question and unknown 
exactly, but the fact remains that money could be 
made, and either passed back to the students in 
the form of additions to the library fund, scholar¬ 
ships, or some other school sponsored activity. 

Let us consider the amount of money involved 
in a year’s business in textbooks. To start with, 
there are 3600 full time students. Suppose each 
student spends $30 for books each year. That 
would be only $15 a semester, but this is only an 
example. 

That figure would give you a total of $108,000. 
Rounding this to an even $100,000, for simplicity, 
then consider the markup on college books. The 
markup or dealer’s profit, should be between 15 
and 20%. That would bring a net figure of 
$15,000 clear on textbooks. If we allow up to 
$13,000 a year for labor and expenses, it would 
leave a net profit of $2,000. 

As the volume of business increases toward 
$200,000, the gross profit should approach $30,000, 
while the labor expense would hardly double. An¬ 
other item worth considering is the part-time 
work that would be available for students. 

This letter has been submitted with the use of 
conservative figures because it is intended to be 
an example. Perhaps errors have been made in 
the use of the figures, but they could not be too 
far off. Given some consideration, they will show 
that both the students and the school could benefit 
from a university bookstore. Other schools have 
done it, and are continuing to do so. Why 
can’t we?

Before Losing Close One

Loyola Good 

Loyola of Los Angeles was the 
next victim as the Braves stopped 
6’ 8” “Clickety” Glick, although 
his teammates made it interest¬ 
ing before losing out 60-50. The 
following night Bob Garber paced 
a late second half scoring barrage 
and the Braves stretched their 
winning streak to eight in a row 
at the expense of San Diego State 
by a 60-39 count. 

Continuing their deadly shoot¬ 
ing the Braves presented Coach 
Anderson with an 80-66 Christ¬ 
mas night victory over high 
scoring West Virginia. Thus 
Bradley avenged a defeat suf¬ 
fered on the Mountaineers floor 
last year. 

Close One 

All American Frank Kudelka 
led the rangy St. Mary’s quintet 
into the armory to open the sec¬ 
ond week of holiday basketball. 


Kudelka lived up to expectations, 
but the Braves outdistanced their 
west coast rivals in the last three 
minutes to win 69-58. Centenary 
College provided the opposition 
the following night as the Braves 
began to show signs of tiring. 

They needed only 55 shots to 
score 30 baskets, but the Gentle¬ 
men stayed dangerously close 
most of the way. Hitting their 
high point total of the season 
with the regulars playing less 
than half the contest, the Braves 
warmed up for San Francisco by 
drubbing Carnegie Tech 90-56 to 
ring up their 12th consecutive vic¬ 
tory.

According to the latest figures released by the National Collegi¬ 
ate Athletic Association, the Bradley Braves were fourth in the 
nation in the field goal percentage column. Their overall record 
of 12 wins and no losses stood for awhile as the finest record in the 
nation. The Braves also ranked*-- 


fifth in the nation in team of¬ 
fense, with an average of 73-2 
points per contest in their first 
nine games. 


The fighting Braves led the na¬ 
tion in total field goals with 255, 
although Bowling Green followed 
closely with 230 in fewer games. 


The Braves rank behind only 
the following high-scoring clubs: 
Cincinnati with an 80 point ave¬ 
rage; Manhattan College with 
76.1; Bowling Green with 74-1; 
and C.C.N.Y. with 73-4 points per 
game.

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New Chemistry 
Lab Equipment 
Installed Here 

Installation of new chemistry 
laboratory equipment and im¬ 
provements at Bradley university 
has just been completed at a cost 
of approximately $18,000, Presi¬ 
dent David B. Owen said. 

The changes enlarge the facili¬ 
ties to accommodate many more 
students, says Dr. John H. Shroy- 
er, chemistry department head, 
and offer them the latest type of 
equipment for their laboratory 
work. 

New Tables 

In the main chemistry labora¬ 
tory, used for general chemistry 
classes, old-style tables used for 
many years have been replaced 
by new tables containing individ¬ 
ual lockers for 384 students. The 
others served 96. A concrete floor 
was also laid. 

During the recent Christmas 
vacation changes were completed 
in the organic chemistry labora¬ 
tory, including pouring of a con¬ 
crete floor, and installation of the 
newest type of desks. These desks 
with alberene stone tops, have 
lockers to accommodate 60 stu¬ 
dents in advanced laboratory 
work. Fluorescent lighting was 
installed. 

Traffic Violators 
To Be Tagged; Two 
Students Deputized 

Additional parking on both 
lanes of Institute Place has now 
been provided to relieve the stu¬ 
dent parking problem. The Of¬ 
fice of Student Services has an¬ 
nounced that arrangements have 
been made with the Peoria Police 
and Fire Departments to permit 
^regulated” parking within newly 
marked spaces. 

Spaces on both sides of the 
street have now been marked off 
with white lines which allows the 
minimum room required for 
maneuvering fire trucks. The Stu¬ 
dent Services Office warned that 
autos found extending beyond the 
lines will be tagged and reported. 

Two Student Deputies 

Because of increased violation 
of no-parking regulations in front 
of Bradley Hall and at the ends

Elevated English Standards 
Go Into Effect In February 

A radical departure from the traditional attitude toward fresh¬ 
man English marks the opening of the second semester at Bradley 
University on February 14. By a faculty vote in the fall of 1948 
it becomes mandatory for every second semester freshman from 
now on, to pass a proficiency*--- 


examination in English before re¬ 
ceiving a degree from the insti¬ 
tution, unless the student has 
passed English 102 (starting Feb. 
14) with an A or B average. 

Those averaging C or below at 
the end of the coming semester 
will be given a proficiency test 
once a year until it is passed sat¬ 
isfactorily. A student is eligible 
to try the test each year until he 
does pass it, but he cannot re¬ 
ceive a degree in any field with¬ 
out meeting the requirement. 

Free Help 

In order to prepare the stu¬ 
dents for such a tightening of 


standards, the university has set 
up a schedule of remedial Eng¬ 
lish classes, free to the students 
who wish help, but of course 
without credit. 

Those classes are so elastic 
that students may report for six 
weeks’ periods of concentrated 
study on spelling, sentence struc¬ 
ture, or grammar—different in¬ 
structors concentrating on differ¬ 
ent needs for each given period 
to assure distribution of offer¬ 
ings. If a student feels that he 
has gained proficiency, he may 
drop the remedial class, as it is 
entirely voluntary on his part.

Sisson, Bradley’s first director, died at the age of 79. 

Dr. Sisson, born in England in 1869, led a notable career in education, 
being professor emiritus at Reed College (Portland, Ore.) and past presi¬ 
dent of U. of Montana. He came to Bradley from the U. of Chicago in 
1897 at the age of 27 to assume the directorship of Bradley during its first 
years, 1897-1904.

Next Semester Chapel Rules 
Unchanged; Ten Still Needed 

Dean of Students, Leslie H. Tucker, announced today the Chapel 
regulations for second semester: rules that are unchanged from 
those of the first term. He also denied rumors that students would 
not be permitted to register for the second term if they had not 

fulfilled chapel credit required—-—- 

ments this semester. 


Tucker stated that as yet it is 
unknown exactly how many stu¬ 
dents failed to fulfill the require¬ 
ments, 

Rule Stated 

The rule, as announced last 
September, states, ‘"He must . . . 
attend ten lectures . . . before he 
will receive credit for classwork 
taken during the semester.” 

Also, he stated that the tabula¬ 
tion of student Chapel attendance 
published in December did not in¬ 
clude the all school convocations 
and therefore is the correct fig¬ 
ure of Chapel attendance. 

Grade Point Deduction 

The rule that declared that one- 
tenth of a grade point would be 
be deducted from grades for ab¬ 
sence from all-school convocations 
will be enforced, according to 
Tucker. 

The same rules that applied the 
first term will be in effect for 
next semester. Attendance of ten 
chapels over and above convoca¬ 
tions will be required. 

Tucker pointed out that since 
only ten chapels are required, stu¬ 
dents will probably register for 
only three of the lecture-art 
series. 


English Banker To Speak Here Feb. 14 

Wilfred John Hinton, Director of Studies to the Institute of Bankers, London, will appear at 
Bradley as guest speakr on February 14th. Formerly one of the Directors of British Information 
Services in New York, Mr. Hinton is widely known as an economist and an expert on international 


relations, having studied, worked, 
and lectured in many lands. 

Mr. Hinton started his career 
in China at the age of 24 where 
he was appointed First Registrar 
at the University of Hong Kong 
in 1912. During his term there, he 
was able to witness the long 
process of the Chinese Revolution, 
up to the final triumph of the 
Nationalists under Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

Government Research 

In 1927 he was a member of the 
British Delegation to the Hono¬ 
lulu Conference of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, which was 
of particular importance for An- 
glo-Chinese relations, and in the 
ensuing two years he was en¬ 
gaged on research fo rthat Insti¬ 
tute on the government and econ¬ 
omy of Malays. 

When he finally left the Far 
East in 1929, Hinton, whose repu¬ 


tation as an economist and expert 
in Far Eastern international af-

fairs had been steadily growing, 
became Director of Studies for 


the Institute of Bankers in Lon¬ 
don. 

League of Nations Workers 

Mr. Hinton also served a term 
as Member of the Council of the 
Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, and one on the Council 
of the Universities Bureau of the 
British Empire, and was in Gen¬ 
eva on two occasions on work 
connected with the League of Na¬ 
tions. 

In 1941, Mr. Hinton wrote a 
booklet that became famous both 
in England and the United States. 
This booklet was “Notes for Your 
Guidance” ... a series of common- 
sense observations, relieved by a 
dry humor, which was given to 
R.A.F. cadets training in the 
United States in the hope that it 
would help them to understand, 
and make themselves understood 
by, the Americans among whom 
they would be living.

Wood To Lecture 
On Modern Art 

Dr. Harry E. Wood, Dean of the 
School of Fine Arts, will appear 
on the Fine Arts series Chapel) 
in Bradley Hall Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 15 at 1:10. 

The subject of Dr. Wood’s lec¬ 
ture will be “Modem Painters,” 
and he will discuss six European 
master of the 19th and 20th cen¬ 
tury. Dr. Wood will give a brief 
history and point out the influ¬ 
ence on modern day painting of 
the following masters: Cezanne, 
Picasso, Van Gogh, Matisse and 
Gaugin. 

Dr. Wood, who appears on the 
programs offered by several lec¬ 
ture bureaus of national scope, is 
a painter, musician, journalist 
and educator.

Bom In Illinois 

MacLeish, who was born in 
Glencoe, Illinois, was the son of a 
prominent Chicago business man. 
He attended the public schools in 
Glencoe before entering Yale 
University. By receiving his Phi 
Beta Kappa key and as a mem¬ 
ber of the varsity football team, 
among many other achievements, 
he graduated from Yale with 
honors in both scholarship and 
extra-curricular activities. 

After graduation he took up 
the study of 1 aw at Harvard. 
This was interrupted by two 
years of service with the field 
artillery during World War I. 
MacLeish returned to Harvard 
after the war and received his 
law degree along with the Fay 
Diploma. The two years follow¬ 
ing this, he served as an instruct¬ 
or in government at Harvard. 

Magazine Writer 

In 1920, MacLeish began to 
practice law in Boston, while he 
also taught in night school and 
wrote the education section of 
Time Magazine. He continued 
this for three years and then 
went to Paris in order to try his 
hand at writing literature. 

He returned to America in 
1928 and concentrated on writing 
which resulted in the winning of 
the Pulitzer Prize. In addition to 
his own works, he was a steady 


contributor to such periodicals 
as The Atlantic Monthly, The 
Nation, Yale Review, and For¬ 
tune Magazine. 

Congress Librarian 
MacLeish was appointed Li¬ 
brarian of Congress in 1939 and 


ARCHIBALD MAC LEISH 

remained in that position until 
1944 when he was appointed 
Assistant Secretary of State. He 
resigned from this post just one 
year later to enter the field of 
international relations. In Lon¬ 
don, he served as chairma.ii of the 
U. S. delegation to the U. N.

It just 
ain't healthy. The results in grade 
points, are almost as messy.

Dr. H. C. Carlson, Pittsburgh U. Coach,

The past twenty-seven years have found Doctor H. C. Carlson, 
the basketball coach at Pittsburgh University, a position he has 
much enjoyed. Twenty-seven years of coaching is bound to get into 
your blood, he maintains, and in his case he is glad it is basketball. 

Doctor Carlson believes that in^- 


one way or the other he gets 
acquainted with most of the 
Pittsburgh student body, for in 
addition to being basketball 
coach, he is superintendent of the 
school’s medical center. In fact, 
at one time he was a practicing 
physician in Pittsburgh, but had 
to give it up in order to devote 
more time to his first love—the 
University. He is proud that 
Pittsburgh was the first college 
team to cross the country on a 
basketball tour, and he is delight¬ 
ed that they again have the same 
chance.

He believes that Pitt has a

The only way to defeat a high 
scoring team is to slow them 
down, he relates. Pitt usually 
plays a faster break game than 
on Saturday night, but against 
the Braves, Pitt employed what 
he terms “continuity basketball,” 
and, he beamed, “it almost 
worked.” He believes that Brad¬ 
ley has a fine ball club and may 
go far this season. 

After the gun, the veteran 
coach personally complimented 
Paul Unruh as one of the best 
players he has seen.

DeanTucker Executes Student

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Campus Fraud 

Students who returned to the campus last week 
for the start of the second semester were astound¬ 
ed to find that meal prices in the campus cafeteria 
had again been raised ... A raise that was ex¬ 
tremely* startling after recent news of price 
breaks in the nation’s stockyards. 

However, this reporter, after careful investiga¬ 
tion, has discovered several reasons why prices 
again had to be raised at the campus commons. 
Miss Bertha Klinger, cafeteria slave driver, 
stated in an interview, that costs had increased 
in the past few weeks because of the large increase 
of athletic scholarships granted by the Physical 
Education department. She estimated that over 
one hundred men of brawn receive their meals 
and that in the end the rest of the students eating 
at the commons made up for these gratis meals.

Enrollment Drops 250! 

Bradley registration is lower this semester than last, by almost 
two hundred and fifty students. This drop, expected by the regis¬ 
trar’s office, comes as the result of: (1) students leaving or grad¬ 
uating, and (2) students failed.^ 


A total of 3,374 students, ex¬ 
cluding Horology, were registered 
as of noon last Friday with a few 
more yet to come. Last semester 
there were 3,608 students enrolled. 
Of the total this semester, 111 
are graduates, 809 seniors, 869 
juniors, 669 sophomores, 796 
freshmen, and 83 part time. 

121 Drop 

Statistics in Mr. Carter's office 
show that 121 students were 
dropped at the end of last semes¬ 
ter because of low grades. Of 
this total, the majority, 74, were 
freshmen, with 29 sophomores, 13 
juniors, and 5 seniors. 

Mr. Carter feels that the en¬ 
rollment this semester is good 
and also unusual for a second se¬ 
mester. He also feels that we 
have reached a plateau, and no 
more great gains will be made 
or no more enrollment records 
broken. 

(Ed. Note: The score this semes¬ 
ter is 2,823 to 514. That makes it 
about 5V 2 men to every girl . 
Hm!)

We want a fieldhouse! We want a fieldhouse!” This cry was heard Monday night at the Peoria 
rmory as several thousand students voiced their unanimous desire for a Bradley fieldhouse for 
Bradley home basketball games. It may be of interest to students to know that such a fieldhouse 


is not impossible, even for the 
near future. 

Although there is no official 
word as yet, it is rumored that 
Bradley may have a fieldhouse 
on the campus by next fall, by 
adding another section like the 
existing one on the North Cam¬ 
pus. Such a unit could possibly 
seat in the neighborhood of 8,000 
people, and would greatly allevi¬ 
ate the crowded situation at the 
Peoria Armory. 


The need for a fieldhouse at 
Bradley is definitely an urgent 
one. The great numbers of 
people turned away from the out¬ 
standing Bradley games is suf¬ 
ficient evidence to warrant a new 
fieldhouse. Also, the expanding 
National Guard program has 
created a problem of space at 
Armory. Bradley University has 
gradually been denied the use 
of rooms at the Armory until 
they barely have enough space 
to dress. The Bradley team uses 


the basement for a dressing 
room, and the visiting team must 
dress on the third floor. 

Of course, there would be 
many problems involved in the 
erection of a new fieldhouse sec¬ 
tion. Heating and dressing room 
space would head the list of prob¬ 
lems, to say nothing of the rais¬ 
ing of funds for such a building. 
It is very possible, but such a 
project would need the support 
of every member of the student 
body in order to be successful.

Bradley failed to draw a bye, 
and will play in the tournament 
opener Saturday afternoon.

Large Harvest Of College Graduates 
Increases Competition For Good Jobs 

Record-breaking college enrollments since the end of the war 
will, in the next few years, result in increased competition for 
professional and administrative jobs, a Bureau of Labor Statistics 
report, prepared for Veterans*- 


Administration, revealed. 

Vocational advisers and ap¬ 
praisers in VA guidance centers 
use the report as an aid in coun¬ 
seling disabled veterans planning 
to take courses of education or 
training. 

Standards Raised 

Because of the unprecedented 
number of college graduates 
entering the labor market, the 
report said, employment require¬ 
ments for many jobs “are likely 
to be raised.” 

The report suggests that vet¬ 
erans enter courses of education 
or training “as closely related as 
possible to their interests and 
capacities.” 

Skilled Men Preferred 

Those who plan to go into 
office ocupations, the report con¬ 
tinued, should “consider specific 
training in this field, as many 
employers prefer workers with

VET'S NEWS 

Illinois veterans of World War 
II and the next-of-kin of deceased 
World War II veterans who have 
failed to file for the state bonus 
were warned today that the dead¬ 
line for filing for this benefit is 
June 30 of this year. 

This warning came from the 
Illinois Veterans Commission 
which pointed out that several 
thousand World War II veterans 
now residing in the state, and 
others residing outside of the 
state, have failed to file for the 
state bonus. 

Those eligible to receive the 
state bonus must have been a 
resident of Illinois at the time of 
entry into service; must have 
served in active duty at any time 
between September 16, 1940 and 
September 3, 1945, and must have 
been honorably separated from 
the service. Payment is made at 
the rate of $10 for each month of 
domestic service and $15 for each ! 
month of foreign service. Next- 
of-kin of those killed in service 
are receiving a flat payment of 
900. 

Those eligible who have not 
filed are urged to do so immedi¬ 
ately.

The clocks, one on each side of the court, are very small and 
difficult to read. The scoreboards are also very inadequate for such 
a huge stadium. The Braves' clock and scoreboard is superior by 
far. 

The basketball court is the removable type. It is placed to¬ 
gether in five sections and is not too lively. The baskets are held 
up by iron support and held in place by seven guide wires connect¬ 
ing to the ceiling and sides of the huge arena. The seats are three 
to four yards from the playing floor. The baskets were painted 
orange as is the the M.V.C. ruling and the floor markings were in 
red. 

Although the seating capacity of the Garden is 4 to 5 times 
larger than the Armory, the metropolitan sports palace empties just 
as fast if not faster than the Adams Street Stadium.

The goal for the five-year ticket plan than the bleachers offered at the 
was originally set at 2500, but the de- Armory, 
mand for the more expensive theater 
seats has been so great that the sale of 
approximately 700 more five-year sea¬ 
son tickets would insure enough money 
for the immediate construction of the 
fieldhouse. 


In the five-year plan offered by Brad¬ 
ley, you invest $125 for a bleacher seat; 
or $175 for theatre-type seats. This 
money invested will allot you season 
tickets for each basketball season, 
covering the five years, 1949-50 to 
1953-54, inclusive. 


The fieldhouse, when completed, will 
be longer than a football field and 
almost as wide, and will accommodate 
over 8,000 people. The entire building 
will be well heated and equipped with 
modern lighting. Ticket offices, dress¬ 
ing rooms, and public rest rooms will 
be located in a brick annex. Over 800 
theater-type seats will be installed, and

“No Exit,” a one-act play by 
Jean-Paul Sartre, French writer 
and leader of Existentialist 
thought, will be reviewed Friday 
by Dr. Wilson E. Wilmarth, head 
of the modern language depart¬ 
ment, at Bradley university’s 
weekly book tea.

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Famed Pianist Returns Here Tuesday 

Boris Goldovsky, who will be heard at Bradley on April 5th, 1948, at 4:10 and 8:15 in the Field 
House, is perhaps the most unique musical personality ever to visit this campus. 

Goldovsky combines his talents, as a great pianist and as a teller of stories, into a program 
called “Piano Portraits/’ in which the enjoyment of music is enhanced by witty and informative 


comments. 

Known to radio listeners for 
his “Opera News of the Air,” the 
intermission broadcast of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, 
Goldovsky draws not only on his 
large library of musicology, 
which contains books written in 
all seven of the languages he 
speaks, but also on his own 
eventful life to supply the 
anecdotal material which make 
his performances everywhere so 
enjoyable. 

Debut At 13 

At the age of 13, Goldovsky* 
made his professional debut 
with the Berlin Philharmonic. 
Prior to this, he was accompan¬ 
ist for his mother, the famous 
European concert violinist, Lea 
Luboshutz. The Russian Revolu¬ 
tion in 1917 was in part respon¬ 
sible for his early start. 

When asked to talk about his

unusual program, Goldovsky re¬ 
plied: “I always feel sorry for 
the audience that hears the music 
but has no idea of what goes on 
in the head of the man who per¬ 
forms it . . . many works of 
music cannot be fully appreci¬ 
ated unless one knows the cir¬ 
cumstances that prompted their 
composition.” 

“One day I decided to tell the 
audience some of the things that 
fascinated me in the works I 
played. The delight and response 
were such that I made this a 
regular feature of my concerts. 
Once in a while, an organization 
will insist that I give a “straight” 
formal presentation without com¬ 
ment. I enjoy such programs 
occasionally, but I always feel 
that the listeners are missing 
half the fun they might have 
had.”

While the Representative was 
overseas, he saw the devastating 
effects of the war, and made

Next Fall's Class 
To Number Over 
One Thousand 

Freshman permits to register 
next September are running 
ahead of the number issued at 
this time last year according to 
a statement yesterday made by 
Dr. William B. Philip, Director of 
Admissions. Dr. Philip stated that 
entrance applications for the fall 
semester being received now, far 
exceed the number received last 
year at this time. 

Bradley is now issuing permits 
to register under the new higher 
standards adopted last year. All 
high school graduate applicants 
must have graduated in the up¬ 
per half o ftheir class before they 
can be permitted to enter here. 
However, some special cases will 
be admitted by special examina¬ 
tion if all other requirements 
have been fullfilled. 

Dr. Philip said that Bradley 
will easily maintain a constant 
level of registration, well above 
3000, next year and that the new 
freshman class will not fall be¬ 
low this year’s entering class of 
over 1000 students. The class of 
1953 will far exceed the number 
that will be graduated in the 
class of 1949. 


It was originally planned to 
have only 800 theater seats, but 
the enthusiasm of the public for 
this style of seat at a basketball 
court has been overwhelming. 
It is the express wish of the 
directors of this campaign to sell 
more bleacher type seats, as 
more people can be accommodat¬ 
ed in bleachers than chair seats. 
These bleachers will be immense¬ 
ly better than the ones at the 
Armory; they will be of all steel 
construction, with wider seats, 
and more leg room. 

Five-year Plan Tickets have 
been sold in a wide radius of 
Peoria itself. Some tickets have 
been sold as far away as Gales¬ 
burg, Illinois. 

The actual construction of the 
new fieldhouse will begin in late 
July or early August. A few of 
the construction contracts have 
already been let.

“Seniors want to graduate directly 
into jobs as second lieutenants with U. S. Steel 
or DuPont or some such outfit, and retire thirty 
years later.” 

Some have the wrong slant on life, too, of 
course. Listen to this veteran’s ideas: “There 
will be a Soviet Socialist Union of the World with¬ 
in my lifetime—do you think, knowing that, that 
I can be interested in anything else?” He is one 
of the dangerous few that must be guarded 
against in order to insure the continuation of our 
democracy and free enterprise system. 


World Affairs 

The suggestion that more aid should be sent to 
China has entered the debate over extension of 
ERP spending in Europe. GOP senators injected 
the China policy issue as an argument against 
full continuance of European aid. However, the 
administration, in concentrating on Europe rather 
than Asia, claims that the Marshall Plan pro¬ 
gram has done much to bring a state of recovery 
to Europe. 

If the extension of this seemingly successful 
economic program is hampered by a grant of in¬ 
sufficient funds, the progress made thus far may 
be lost. In a democracy, it is necessary to con¬ 
sider carefully all issues which come before 
Congress.

And because of the current 
notion that ghosts frequent only 
old castles and story books, one 
rarely hears mention of the “it’ 
in B Hall.

A program leading to the Doctor of Education degree has been authorized in industrial education, the Doctor of 
Education and the Doctor of Philosophy degrees in education, and the Doctor of Philosophy degree in chemistry.

“Courses leading to these degrees will be offered in all of these 
three fields in the coming academic year,” announced Dr. Ray 
Lepley, director of the graduate division and chairman of the grad¬ 
uate council, “and at least in two of the three fields, such courses 
will be offered during the coming summer session.” 

“This is a most significant forward step for this university,” 
said President Owen, “and one which has been under study for 
several years. In these three specialized fields of study, Bradley 
has peculiar advantages and resources available to it which makes 
it possible to offer advanced graduate study of excellent quality.” 

“The customary three years of graduate study will be required 
for both the E. D. and Ph. D. degrees,” Dr. Lepley stated. “At least 
one year of this work must be accomplished in residence at Bradley, 
and there must be the usual dissertation, preliminary and final 
examination, both oral and written, for both degrees. 

For the Ph. D., a knowledge of two modem foreign languages, 


ordinarily French and German, will be required. For the E. D., 
following the practice at other institutions, a mastery of other 
studies useful in research, such as statistics, may be substituted 
for one or both of the language requirements. 

Under the provisions established by the Bradley graduate 
council, the council will exercise general supervision over the 
doctoral program in all three fields; but the detailed administration 
of the individual programs in each of the fields will be supervised 
by a committee including Dr. Lepley, Dr. Chester E. Sipple, and the 
head of the department or division concerned. 

Plans are now under consideration by which it may be possible 
for candidates for the Ph. D. in chemistry at Bradley to have oppor¬ 
tunity to carry out studies on research problems at the Northern 
Laboratory of the U. S. Department of Agriculture under research 
directors accepted as national leaders in such fields as paper and 
pulp, vegetable oil an dproteins, and biochemical fermentations.

The Bradley Federation of Scholars heard Everett M. Dirksen, 
former Congressman from Illinois, expound upon “This Turbulent 
World” at their annual banquet held last Friday at the Jefferson 
Hotel. 

Over seventy-five scholars were told by the distinguished states¬ 
man that the weapons that will have to be used by the present 
generation to give the present era^~ 
strength are hope, being unafraid, 
devotion to freedom, tranquility, 
and work. 

Owen Lauds Scholars 
Prior to the address by Dirk¬ 
sen, President David Owen 
praised the scholars for excel¬ 
lence in achievement. He added 
that he hoped that in the next 
five years that the ground work 
would be completed for the es¬ 
tablishment of a Phi Beta Kappa 
chapter at Bradley. He stated 
that the present group of schol- 
are were on a level equal to that 
group. 

Dirksen described the present 
times as a period of tension and 
anxiety rather than one of peace.

Trustees To Act On Proposal 

“An adequate Bradley bookstore is assured/’ according to an announce¬ 
ment by Vince Miller at student council meeting last week. Although no 
official comment was forthcoming from the President’s office, the student 
council released for publication a resolution that had been sent to the 
Bradley Board of Trustees through the President’s office. 

Action by the Board of Trustees to provide space on campus is anticipated 
shortly. According to the bookstore committee, which Miller heads, it is hoped 
that the Trustees will announce next week that they have approved the project 


so that President Owen will be able to 
release all other details of the contem¬ 
plated project. 

The resolution presented by the coun¬ 
cil stated: “That the most imperative 
need of Bradley University is an ade¬ 
quate bookstore. In view of this fact, 
the student council would like to see 
immediate action taken to provide neces¬ 
sary space for this store.” The resolu¬ 
tion was approved two weeks ago 
unanimously by the council, and sent to 
President Owen last week for presenta¬ 
tion to the Bradley Trustees. 

If positive action on the bookstore 
situation is achieved, it will be the cul¬ 
mination of student agitation for almost 
three years. The first student commit¬ 
tee to investigate a proposed bookstore 
was appointed three years ago. The 
drive this year for a Bradley Bookstore 
was taken up by student council and 
spearheaded by the SCOUT. 

The SCOUT pointed out in editorials 
last fall that the need for a campus 
bookstore was more urgent than ever, 
and that the opportunity for securing 
the bookstore would never be more ripe 
than this year. 

Miller said later in an interview with 
the SCOUT, “If the Trustees approve 
the bookstore action, it is hoped that 
operation of the store can begin by 
September. Although the committee 
has discussed many details about the 
operation of the store, definite an¬ 


nouncement of such plans will have to 
be made from the President’s office. 
Mr. Owen hopes that such announce-

President Owen's office announced today that Bradley university will 
open a university book store late this summer in time for the fall semester. 
According to the announcement, Wilbur J. Adams, assistant to the presi¬ 
dent, will be supervising manager, and there will be a staff of student 
assistant managers and workers. — 


Prior to this time, a space shortage 
has prevented the opening of a univer¬ 
sity book store on the campus. It was 
anticipated that the space problem 
would eventually be solved with the 
opening of the new Library, and tenta- 


An announcement yesterday to the 
SCOUT by Mr. Adams revealed that 
the Bradley Book Store is preparing 
to purchase used books from stu¬ 
dents that desire to sell books that 
are in good condition. Mr. Adams 
stated that the store will purchase 
only books that will be used during 
the fall term. Details will be an¬ 
nounced in the SCOUT soon. 


tive plans had been made to locate the 
book store in what is now the Library 
Annex. The erection of the new field 
house, however, makes it possible to 
proceed with the book store project one 
year earlier than plans called for. 

Old Ticket Office 

The new field house will contain a 
ticket office, and a number of accessory 
rooms and locker rooms, and it will be 
possible to transfer to the field house 
the ticket office and other activities 
which have been carried on in the 
ground floor room of the Gymnasium 
building. Partitions will be removed in 
the gym and the entire room will be 
remodeled as a modern book store. In 
another year, after the new library 
has been completed, the book store will 
be transferred to other quarters, prob¬ 
ably to the present Library Annex, and 
the ground floor space will be returned 
to the physical education department. 

Same Services 

An auxiliary book store will be main¬ 
tained in the field house during fall 
registration, as has been done the past 
two years, but this temporary service 


will be provided by the university book 
store rather than by a private concern 
as has been done in the past. The uni¬ 
versity bookstore itself will remain open 
during the entire year as a convenience 
and service to Bradley students, and in 
addition to selling new books, it will 
also provide such other services as are 
required by students. 

The announcement from President 
Owen’s office stated: “The University 
appreciates the studies which have been 
made by the various Student Council 
committees relative to the establishment 
of a book store and the campaign which 
the Bradley SCOUT has carried on in 
behalf of this store. We are more than 
happy that the erection of the field 
house provides a solution of our space 
problem and makes possible the estab¬ 
lishment of a book store at this time.”

No Tuition 
Increase Here, 
Assures Owen 

Tuition at Bradley next year 
will not be raised according to a 
statement made last Monday by 
Pres. David B. Owen. 

Mr. Owen stated in answer to 
an inquiry by the SCOUT; “There 
will definitely not be any raise in 
Bradley tuition during the com¬ 
ing year.” He added that any ru¬ 
mor to the contrary was un¬ 
founded and that such an increase 
had not even been discussed by 
the administration. 

“It is true that our present 
tuition rate is lower than that of 
most endowed universities of our 
class throughout the country, and 
it is even substantially lower than 
that at several of our neighbor¬ 
ing smaller liberal arts colleges, 
Mr. Owen stated. 

He also pointed out that many 
other school have increased rates 
to meet their mounting costs, but 
he assured Bradley students that 
there will be no increase here

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Dear Sir: 

The audience’s inattention at the lecture 
“Broadway Unlimited” by Nadine Shepardson 
should have sounded the death knell for compul¬ 
sory chapels. 

To some it may be impossible to imagine that 
supposedly mature students could act in such an 
adolescent fashion, but the facts are there for 
anyone to see and to HEAR.

Valuable Record 
From Austria 
Received Here 

A valuable phonograph record 
was sent by Dr. Alfred Marill of 
Washington, D. C. to Dr. Robert 
Rie of the Bradley modern lan¬ 
guage faculty. This record, be¬ 
lieved to be the only one in the 
United States was presented to 
the language department. 

The record contains Hamlet’s 
soliloquy (“Monolog aus Ham¬ 
let”) and Goethe’s poem, “Der 
Gott and die Bajadere,” by the 
great Austrian actor, Joseph 
Kainz. 

Kainz, born in 1858, appeared 
early in his career in the leading 
theaters of Leipzjg and Munich, 
Deutsches Theater in Berlin, and 
the Burgtheater of Vienna. 

The record was sent to supple¬ 
ment other valuable recordings 
recently received from Vienna.

Three proposals were made at 
the meeting which the Council is 
presently investigating.

Howdy Week 

The second proposal, made by 
Clyde Reid, was to establish 
“Howdy Week,” during the first 
semester of each school year, to 
assist in freshman orientation 
and to provide a suitable wel¬ 
come to all new students on the 
campus. 

The last proposal being consid¬ 
ered by the Council is a change 
in name of the Council itself. The 
new organization would remain 
functionally the same as it is, 
but would be called the Bradley 
University Student Senate, with 
members bearing the title of 
Senator.

The Lambda Chi Alphas were 
named the winners of the first 
annual Inter-Fraternity Sing held 
last Sunday evening in front of 
Bradley Hall.

Scholarship Cup 
To Be Presented 

In ceremonies to be held tonight 
at an open Inter-fraternity coun¬ 
cil meeting in the Bradley chapel 
at 7, the Lambda Chi Alpha fra¬ 
ternity will be presented a trophy 
for the highest scholastic average 
among the fraternities on the 
Bradley campus. Robert Hicks, 
president of Lambda Chi Alpha, 
will receive the trophy for the 
fraternity. Council president, Bud 
Matthias, will make the presen¬ 
tation. 

The Lambda Chis average, 
based on standings of the first 
semester 1948-49 grades, was 
4-785. This is slightly higher than 
the all-school average of 4-7. Re¬ 
leasing the standings, the regis¬ 
trar’s office stated that the gen¬ 
eral fraternity picture was excel¬ 
lent, with only one fraternity ave¬ 
rage falling below graduation re¬ 
quirements.

Improved 

The University has taken action 
to alleviate the poor ventilation 
system in the chapel. 

President Owen, in a letter to 
the student council, stated that 
the problem has been turned over 
to Superintendent of Plant Oper¬ 
ations, Hugh McMillan. Mr. Mc¬ 
Millan has already taken steps 
to improve chapel conditions by 
having portions of the skylights 
opened to give some improve¬ 
ment. He, also, has provided 
more janitor service to tend win¬ 
dows and doors during chapel. 

President Owen added in his 
letter to council, that the condi¬ 
tions in chapel today have existed 
for fifty years, and that he has 
requested the Trustees in his 
budget for next year to recondi¬ 
tion the chapel hall. He stated 
that he has hopes that they will 
approve the large appropriation 
soon so that reconditioning work 
can begin this summer.

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Labor Strike 
Halts Work 
On Library 

Construction on Bradley’s new 
library came to a halt Monday 
when members of Building Labor¬ 
ers union No. 165 went on strike. 
The strike officially began Sat¬ 
urday morning against local 
building construction contractors. 

The Union, which is striking 
for a 15 cents per hour raise, 
were receiving $1.62 Mi per hour 
under the contract between the 
union and contractors which ex¬ 
pired April 30. 

Representatives of both the 
union and contractors have ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that, although 
only about 700 building laborers 
are involved in the strike, it is 
not believed that other union con¬ 
struction workers will uross the 
picket lines and go to work. 

Other construction sites where 
pickets have appeared are Cater¬ 
pillar Tractor Co., St. Francis 
hospital, Jefferson and Trewyn 
schools, and Schipper and Block 
parking garage.

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• More On Chapels 

The 1949-1950 University catalogue reveals 
that chapels next year are to be on a basis similar 
to this year’s. The requirements will probably 
be ten chapel attendances each semester. 

Now everyone knows in plenty of time. In 
registering next fall, the school has the right to 
assume that its regulations will be observed by 
its students. 

One regulation that does not exist (and ethic¬ 
ally should not have to exist) is that students 
annoying others during chapel sessions will be 
bounced out. 

However, several letters have again come to 
the SCOUT. One emphatically supports this 
paper’s editorial of last week which stated that 
chapel attendance is rightfully required of college 
level students. 

Some people have suggested improvements in 
the chapel program in that a more positive 
approach be taken. One suggestion was that 
bonuses be offered for more chapel attendance 
than necessary—just as grades are reduced when 
chapels are not attended. 

Another suggestion was a greater concentra¬ 
tion by subjects according to the department the 
student was majoring in. 

As a last suggestion, students would receive 
more value from closer contact with a great 
artist or lecturer. This could be achieved by 
bringing the guest artists into the class rooms 
and individual departments. 


• Fraternity Grades Are Low ! 

The announcement in the SCOUT today of the 
results of the fraternity competition for the 
scholarship award for last semester revealed that 
fraternity grades are lower than average. 

Only one fraternity equalled the all-university 
overall grade point average of 4.7. This in itself 
means little when consideration is given to the 
fact that a great deal of effort is placed in other 
school and fraternity activities by this group of 
students. However, when one considers that ex¬ 
tremely small emphasis is placed on improving 
scholarships by most of the groups concerned, 
the low averages of the fraternities become very 
revealing. 

Only one fraternity requires higher than a 4.0 
for membership; only a few fraternities make 
provision for the handling of members who 
acquire low grades after affiliation; and the Inter¬ 
fraternity Council makes no provisions at all for 
the improvement of scholarship. 

One quick method of improvement of scholar¬ 
ship by the Greeks would be penalizing those 
groups that do not average up to standards. 

Another suggestion is that of making an award 
to the organization that has the greatest improve¬ 
ment over a semester’s period. 

Last but not least, closer supervision should be 
maintained over study conditions of houses by 
the IFC, the school, and fraternities themselves. 

The IFC should take immediate steps to re¬ 
quire improvement of Greek scholarship. It will 
be only through quick and decisive action that 
the IFC can increase its stature and position as a 
governing body on this campus.

Honored At Chapel 
Here Last Monday

trict Goethe Bicentennial pro¬ 
gram Monday night, honoring the 
brilliant German humanist born 
200 years ago. An audience of 
Bradley students, Peorians, local 
high school students, and visit¬ 
ing groups from Illinois Wesleyan 
university, Knox, and Monmouth 
colleges attended the observance 
held in the Bradley chapel.

The Thursday Friday 
and Saturday evening performances at 8:15 will be the second musical drama pre- 
sented this year by the fine arts group. 

The operetta, directed by Laurence McKenna, will have as its student assistant 
director, Rollie Grimm. Talented student actors are to appear in their roles wear¬ 
ing colorful costumes amidst elaborate settings. 


The story, which takes place in Spain, 
is replete with bandits, nobility, mis¬ 
taken identity, double romance, comedy, 
and the confusion created by the sere¬ 
nade of the title. 

The Serenade is sung by an ardent 
lover to the ward of an eccentric old 
nobleman. The nobleman wants to 
marry the ward himself; and in his 
struggle the old grandee tries to dis¬ 
cover the identity of the singer; and 
meanwhile the elusive air (Serenade) 
crops up in many unexpected places. 

Victor Herbert is definitely represen¬ 
tative of the best that this country has 
to offer. He was a descendant of the 
great Irish novelist Samuel Lover. Her¬ 
bert studied music in Germany and be¬ 
came a noted cellist; he came to Amer¬ 
ica in 1886 where he was known at first 
only for his orchestral activities. He 
wrote two Grand Operas without suc¬ 
cess. His fame, which expands with the 
years, rests upon his light operas, 
operettas, and songs. Between the 
years of 1894 and 1917 he wrote over 
35 operas and operettas, and incidental 
music for many Broadway musicals. 
Some of his best works are: “The Red 
Mill," “Naughty Marietta,” and “Babes 
in Toyland.” Some well known songs of 


Herberts are “Kiss Me Again,” “Be¬ 
cause You’re You,” “Italian Street 
Song,” “Toyland,” and “Serenade.” 

Some of the selections from “Sere¬ 
nade” are “Hist hush,” “Song of the 
Carbine,” “With Cracking of Whip,” 
“I Love Thee, I Adore Thee,” and 
“Serenade.”

Are you one of the many car owners on the campus that can 
never find a place to park within five blocks of Bradley Hall? You 
probably are, and here is why. 

When classes first began at Bradley, back in 1898, the only 
means of transportation were street cars and horse-drawn vehicles 
About the only problem then, was^-- 


finding a place to tie up your 
horse. Ah! but then came the 
revolution: The horseless carriage 
made its appearance in rudimen¬ 
tary form, and such names as the 
Stanley Steamer, Abbott-Detroit, 
Moon, Franklin, and Saxon be¬ 
came part of the vocabulary of 
the students and faculty. 

Per usual, when anything new 
and radical is introduced, there 
are sceptics and enthusiasts, pro 
and con, but not even the most 
rabid promoters envisaged the 
rapid growth of the automobile 
and the consequent parking prob¬ 
lem. This is true, not only of 
Bradley’s campus . . . but is evi¬ 
denced by the congestion in the 
downtown areas of most cities as 
well. 

The parking situation at Brad¬ 
ley began to present a serious 
problem a few years ago and has 
increased steadily. The influx of 
students since the war added to 
the problem, and now 7 there are 
about two thousand student 
driven vehicles on the campus. 
Or, about one out of every three 
students owns a car. 

To cope with the situation, the 
University has created a traffic 
department to plan and enforce 
a parking program. The depart¬ 


ment has been set up to aid 
rather than hinder the student 
car owner, but the gripes and 
unfair criticism are still heard 
when a student receives a ticket. 
The small fine collected for each 
ticket is used to maintain the de¬ 
partment and staff, however, the 
revenue collected does not begin 
to meet the cost of operating the 
department so the school must 
make up the difference. 

What can be done to ease the 
situation? Since the only real im¬ 
provement would be a large park¬ 
ing lot, and space is at a premium 
on campus check off that possi¬ 
bility. 

My solution to the problem, 
however, is a very simple one. 
Take a Bus!!
